September, 1969 licensing period on annual basis—Issue of Supplemen¬ 
tary licence^ 

No* 14-ITC(PN)/69. —Attention i$ invited to Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No, 221-ITC(PN)/68 dated 11th October, 1968, for import of Dates from 
Iraq during October, 68—September, 69, on annual basis. 

2 . It has been decided to grant supplementary licences for import of ^dates’ 
from Iraq to the extent of 50% of the value of the main licences granted to the 
eligible importers in terms of paragraph 3 and 5 of the aforesaid Public Notice. 
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3. The applicants should submit one application only either in the capacity of 
an established importer of dates from Iraqi or as an importer of fresh/dry fruits 
from Pakistan: and they should c 1 early mention in their application that they 
have applied in one capacity only and not under both. It should be noted that 
no double benefit will be given. 

4. The eligible importers may submit their import applications to the licensing 
authority, from whom they had obtained main licences in terms of the aforesaid 
Public Notice, on or before 7th February , 1969, quoting the number, date and 
value of the main licences, already obtained 

6 . Licences will be valid for import of dates from Iraq subject to the condition 
that not less than 60% of the face value of the licence shall have to be utilized 
for import of dates from Iraq by sailing vessels only; and the balance 40% may b® 
effected by steamers etc., if so desired by the licensees. 

6 . All Incomplete applications are liable to be rejected. 

.7, The Licences issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid upto 30tfe 
June , 1969 from the date of issue; and no further extension in the validity period 
of the licences will be granted 

8, It may be noted, that for grant of minimum value of licences, the provi¬ 
sions contained In paragraph 45 of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rul*s 
& Procedure, 1968 will apply.
